“No union or organization of unions 
can under our law dictate to the Amer­ 
ican union,” the attorney general con­ 
tinued. 
“When the unions claim the 
right to dictate to the government and 
to dominate the American people and 
deprive the people of the necessities of 
life then the government will destroy 
the unions for the government of th© 
United States is supreme and must en­ 
dure. 
Attorney 
General Datigherty 
dis­ 
claimed especially, however, that hit 
suit was a move to break the union. 
“Tomorrow,” he continued, “it wilt 
be said by some more malicious than 
truthful persons that this proceeding 
is 
intended as 
a death blow to the 
unions.

5,500 marshals have been so assigned 
and in addition special service men of 
the department have taken up similar 
work throughout the country the at­ 
torney general said.

lighting plant. It will, of course, de­ 
liver tw enty four hour service. 
The large scale improvements to the 
Hanover power house are going for­ 
ward. 
The new boiler room will be 
60x60 feet, 40 feet high over the boil­ 
er battery 
and 60 feet over the coal 
bunkers. 
Tapestry brick will be used 
and 
184,000 
brick will be 
required. 
Steel 
and concrete 
will render 
the 
building nearly fireproof. 
The boilers will be of Sterling make 
and 723 horsepower 
each, with 7,231 
square feet of heating surface. Each 
contains 
three 
steam 
and 
water 
drums, 42 inches in diameter, 14 feet 
9 inches long and 7-8 inch thick, and a 
muddrum, 48 
inches in diameter, 
14 
feet 
10^ inches 
long and one 
inch 
thick. 
These drums are connected by 520 
seam less tubes, 3 Vi inches through. It 
will require 76,000 red and fire 
brick 
for each boiler and each one weighs 65 
tons. 
A new, huge stack will tower 
nearly 200 feet above the ground, ris­ 
ing 150 feet above the top of the boil­ 
er house. 
It will be six feet in dia­ 
m eter. 


The boilers will be fired by six re­ 
tort underfeed W estinghouse stokers, 
with 120.29 square feet of grate sur­ 
face, 
capable

Stokers will 
be 
driven by 12 horsepower engines.
